FOR THE BALANCE. 


Rhode-Island, March 28, 1809. 
My DEAR Sir, 


I dare not vouch, my friend, for the 
authenticity of the enclosed fragment. — 
It seems, however, in a certain degree, to 
carry its own evidence along with it — 
The stile is certainly eastern—indeed it is 
not prebable, that it could be forged by 
either Arabs, Turks or Persians. Those 
nations are sunk in grossest ignorance. 
Neither is it probable, that any person 
from Europe, or elsewhere, would carry 
this ane other prophecics of Enos, and 
drop them in the vicinity of Mount Sinai, 
that they might be picked up many ages 
afterwards, by the curious traveller. If 
we look on the predictions contained in 
the twelve first verses, as applying to our 
own time and nation, we have reason to be 
astonished at the view. In this, however, 
you will judge for yourself. The manu- 
script does not, indeed, come from any 
learned society, nor is it ushered into the 
world under the sanction of a great name ; 
but to my mind, this takes nothing trom 
its authenticity. You may possibly re- 
member, or have heard, that Mr. With- 
man, (whom 1 have known since the year 
1775, and always considered him a man 
of truth) some icw years since, was cast 
away in a ship commanded by Capt. Sea- 
ver, of Boston, near the straits of Babel 
Mundel, on the Eastern or Arabian shore 
of the Rcd Sea. After being plundered 
of cvery thing, Mr. W. who was an offi- 
cer on board, and the crew, were cariicd 
into the interior country as slaves. Mr. 
W. fell into the hands of’one of the tribe 
of Beni Leghat, who carmed him to Wadi 
Faraun—or, the stream of Pharaoh, as it 
is called—the homestead, if I may so 
speak, of this tribe, from which, however, 
nine tenths of the males are always absent 
on predatory expeditions. The Wadi 
Faraun is in the direct track of the Israel- 
ites ta the promised land ; and it is DOtO- 
rious that many monuments o! the march 
of the Hebrews remain to this day througl.- 
out this tract of country. The mountain 
Jibble Mokattah, or mountain of inscrip- 
t-ons. is fameus for the multitude of stones 
on which there are innumerable engra- 
vings. Jibble Musa, or the mountain of 
Moses ; and Mount Sinai, and other rest- 
ing places of the Jews, are full of this 
kind of antiquities. It is true, that man- 
uscripts are rare—but some have been 
preserved, owing to the dry and parching 
nature of the climate; it is notl.ing as- 
tonishing that thick skins, on which the 
wrillags are painted, or rather engraved 
with a stylus, or more properly an iron 
pen, dipped in Stibium, an indeliable blue 
mixture, should remain entire and perfect 
for ages, especially if the roll is secured 


by a coating of the gum called Balm of 


Gillead, as is sometimes the case. Mr. 
W. from the mildness of his manners, 
patience under fatigue, and willingness to 
contribute by his strength or knowledge 
of the common and necessary arts, to the 
welfare of the tribe, soon became a favo- 
rite, and could he have forsaken his reli- 
gion for Mahometanism, he has no doubt 
but he would have been elected a schieck. 
But his whole wish was to return to his 
native country, and, if possible, to bring 
the precious roils along with him. He 
succeeded but in part; excepung the 
translation J send you, he.pres: rved noth- 
ing ; indeed it is wondertul ibe preserved 
his life—Obliged, after making bis escape, 
to travel by night, not only to avoid the 
scorching heat of the sun, but the wan- 
dering bands of Arabs, who prowl in eve- 
ry direction, living only on dates, and 
drinking salt and bitter water when he 
coukl! get any water to drink, it is next to 
a miracle he was prescrved ‘in his long 
march through the burning sands of the 
Tebama, which is undoubtedly the Teman 


| of Scripture, to Mocha, where he fortu- 


nately found a ship loading with coffee 
for Surat in the East Indies. Next to Mr. 
W. we are indebted to the late Master 
Lovell, of Boston, for the possession of this 
inestimable manuscript—for it is to that 
excellent man and profound scholar, that 
Mr. W. owesill his knowledge of the 
Hebrew language. Mr. W. saw many 
inscriptions in his excursions, decply en- 
graven on sione, in the Cufick, Coptick, 
and Hamgarene languages, but had neith- 
er time hor means to copy them. It re- 
mains only to speak of the prophet Enos, 
and the other frag ments of his piophecies 
obtained by B.shop Pocock, Norden and 
others—but this letier is alreedy spun out 
to such an unwarrantable length, that I 
must omit this curious subject to another 
opportunity.
